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One  of  the  characteristic  features  of  the  commercial  radio  and  television  station 
is  the  well-known  "spot  announcement".  This  is  a  brief  sales  message  which  oc- 
cupies from  10  to  60  seconds  between  two  programs  and  coincides  with  the  sta  - 
tion  break.  Similarly,  one  of  the  characteristic  features  of  KPFA  is  the  well-known 
KPFA  announcement.  This  is  a  brief  message,  which  usually,  among  other  things, 
points  out  that  KPFA  is  listener -supported  and  needs  more  $10  subscriptions.  The 
KPFA  announcements  vary  considerably  in  length  and  occur  between  about  bQPjo  of 
our  programs.  The  average  radio  or  TV  commercial  usually  suggests  that  you  spend 
some  money  on  a  given  product  or  service,  and  in  return,  use  and  enjoy  that  pro- 
duct or  service.  The  average  KPFA  announcement  usually  suggests  that  you  spend 
$5.50,  $10,  $25  or  more  on  a  KPFA  subscription,  and  in  return  receive  the  Folio 
and  enjoy  our  programming.   What  is  the  difference  then? 

Aside  from  KPFA's  non-profit  character,  we  feel  that  the  difference  lies  within 
the  concept  of  "the  individual"  as  opposed  to  "the  group".  Commercial  broadcast- 
ing, by  its  very  structure,  must  represent  group  interests  and  appeal  to  large  groups 
of  the  potential  audience.  Behind  every  word  uttered  exists  a  group  of  interested 
participants:  the  sponsor,  his  advertising  department,  his  public  relations  depart- 
ment, the  advertising  agency,  account  executives,  the  individual  station's  admin- 
istration, scriptwriters,  etc.  And,  usually,  the  major  concern  of  this  group  is  the 
proper  estimation  of  the  audience.  An  old  theatrical  analogy  in  radio,  which  en- 
visions the  broadcast  audience  as  seated,  so  to  speak,  in  avast  auditorium  of  com- 
mon tastes  and  interests,  is  the  apparent  source  of  this  preoccupation.  The  broad- 
caster is  forever  trying  to  peek  through  the  curtain  to  size  up  the  house. 

Let  us  suppose  we  brought  this  same  preoccupation  or  assumption  into  our  per- 
sonal communication  with  our  acquaintances.  We  have  a  vivid  perception  or  ex- 
perience to  recount,  maybe,  or  a  unique  creation  to  share.  We  want  our  acquain- 
tance to  participate  in  it  with  us.  But  suppose  that  instead  of  simply  sharing  the 
experience,  freely  assuming  the  participation  of  our  acquaintance,  we  were  habit- 
ually to  fall  back  and  measure  him  as  an  object  of  solicitation  first.  He  is  perhaps 
more  susceptible  to  one  kind  of  voice  inflection  than  another;  more  interested  in 
literature  than  in  journalism;  proud  of  economic  independence;  married  and  ever 
in  quest  of  the  happy  ending.  Taking  his  social  behavior,  his  sensitivities  and  ac- 
complishments into  account,  we  might  conclude  that  we  could  interest  him  more 
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midnight,

by  modifying  our  subject  and  manner  -  in  fact,  by  concentrating  rather  on  the  capture 
of  his  attention  than  on  the  motive  to  share  which  was  our  first  impulse. 

However,  any  of  us  on  the  receiving  end  of  a  communication  of  this  kind,  discern- 
ing this  motive,  knows  the  effect  of  it.  We  instinctively  resist  the  kind  of  communi- 
cation which  is  primarily  intended  to  produce  a  condition  in  us  not  necessarily  shared 
at  the  source. 

The  concern  at  KPFA,  however,  is  not  with  groups,  neither  at  the  broadcasting  nor 
receiving  end.  Our  programs,  even  our  "commercials"  represent  the  communicational 
efforts  of  individuals  talking  to  individuals.  We  feel  that  a  mutual  sense  of  respect  in 
broadcasting  is  possible  only  when  the  broadcaster  does,  in  fact,  participate  in  his  own 
act;  that  is,  when  the  thing  broadcast  actually  arises  in,  or  answers  in  immediate  ways, 
the  broadcaster's  own  sense  of  value.  Thus  when  we  think  of  broadcasting  as  a  series 
of  interested  acts,  it  is  plain  that  the  audience  cannot  be  defined  other  than  as  a 
single  individual.  That  individual,  being  imaginary,  is  no  doubt  the  compound  inner 
image  representing  an  idealization  of  the  broadcaster  himself.  When  the  address  in  the 
studio  is  to  that  part  of  the  broadcaster's  identity  which  he  most  respects,  most  of  us 
as  individuals,  will  be  honored  to  share  it. 
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DRAMA  FESTIVAL 


The  many  listeners  who  have  requested  more  drama  on  KPFA  are  invited  to  enjoy 
in  this  Folio  period  the  heaviest  concentration  of  plays  ever  presented  on  KPFA.  In  re- 
cent months  the  BBC  has  been  shifting  its  distribution  center  of  transcriptions  from  New 
York  to  London.  In  the  interim  no  new  material  has  been  available.  Now  the  London 
office  is  in  full  swing  of  production  on  its  Third  Programme,  and  the  Drama  Festival 
presented  here  represents  that  Programme  at  its  best.  For  this  occasion  KPFA  has  also 
selected  some  excellent  commercial  recordings  in  order  to  present  a  chronological 
range  of  dramas  from  the  Greeks,  the  Medieval  period,  the  19th  Century,  and  con- 
temporary dramatic  literature. 

In  answer  to  the  curiosity  expressed  by  listeners  about  KPFA's  arrangements  with  the 
BBC:  the  transcriptions  are  available  to  KPFA  for  a  nominal  fee.  They  must  not  be 
used  for  commercial  purposes,  nor  be  re -recorded.  Broadcasts  are  limited  to  from 
three  to  five  times,  and  there  is  a  three  year  limit  on  broadcasts  of  each  production. 
This  explains  why  there  are  times  when  KPFA  has  few  BBC  programs  available  for 
broadcast. 

We  would  welcome  comments  from  subscribers  about  the  effectiveness  of  these  re- 
cent Festivals  --  the  Webern,  the  Bach,  and  the  present  Drama  Festival  --as  well  as 
specific  suggestions  for  other  subjects  of  interest.
